UNITA ATTACKS CONFIRMED--Lisbon: The Angolan Government confirmed reports 
that a State-run oil depot had been attacked in the southern port of 

Lobito on Monday and termed the fiery holocaust an act of "criminal 
sabotage,"" Angop, Portugal's national news agency reported here. The agency, 
quoting reports from Angop, the official Angolan news service, stated an 
announcement from the Luanda Government called the attack "yet another 
criminal act of sabotage carried out by South Africa's Angolan clowns." 

The Unita guerrilla movement, which hs fought the Luanda Government since 
losing a three-way civil war in 1976, claimed it had set fire to the port

MASIRE CHOICE STAVES OFF POWER THREAT 
Salisbury THE HERALD in Eng)ish 19 Aug 80 p 7 


[Text] The appointment of Mr Lenyeletse Seretse as Botswana's vice-Presi- 
dent was a shrewd move by the country's new leader, Dr Quett Masire, say 
political observers in Gaborone. 


They point out that had he not been given the No. 2 post, he would even- 
tually have posed a serious threat t» Dr Masire's leadership. 


There are obvious reasons for this. First, Mr Seretse, a cousin of the 
late Sir Seretse Khama, belongs to the dominant Bamangwato tribe which has 
ruled Botswana over the past 14 years. 


Second, he is associated with the royal blood of the Khamas--something the 
little-politicised Batswana adore. 


On the other hand, Dr Masire, a former journalist and farmer, lacks a poli- 
tical base as he belongs to the minority Bangwaketsi tribe. He even lost 

a parliamentary seat in Botswana's first post-independence election and 

had to be nominated to the House by Sir Seretse. 


So the shrewd Dr Masire, who until recently was also the Minister of Fi- 
nauce and Development Planning, saw to it that he balanced the weaknesses 
of his leadership if he was not only to govern but to win the hearts and 
minds of the Bamangwato. 


Issue 
But despite his gesture, say observers, there may be some members of the 


ruling Botswana Democratic Party who still feel that Mr Seretse should be 
given the mantle. 


Undoubtedly the whole issue will surface again in the country's next gen- 
eral election in 1984. Then, the voters, most of whom are the Bamangwatos, 
will decide if they will countenance the rule of Dr Masire. 








But again, much will depend on what the naw President does between now and 
1984. African politics being what it is, Dr Masire will almost certainly 
find himself being forced to align with the powerful tribal leaders of 
Bamangwatoland, if only for survival. 


Needless to say, it would be folly for him not to win the sympathy of lan 
Khama, the second in-command of the Botswana Defence Force and traditional 
chief of the Bamangwato. 


Observers in Gaborone say the 27-year-old soldier is a powerful man on the 
land. 


The other contender being mentioned is the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr Achibald Mogwe. 


Issues of the leadership battle aside, the ascension to power of Dr Masire 


is not expected to alter the country's foreign policy of non-alignment and 
Botswana's pragmatic approach in ite economic dealings with South Africa.

ETHIOPLA ALLEDGEDLY PLANNING SOVIET-BACKED CHEMICAL WARFARE

Eritrea With the Assistance of the Soviet Union"| 


{Text} The Popular Front for the Liberation of Eritrea has warned that 
Ethiopia is preparing to use chemical warfare against the citizens and 
revolutionaries of Eritrea. 


In a statement issued yesterday by ite Kuwait office, the Front stated 
that there is conclusive evidence and proof that the Ethiopian regime is 
currently completing the preliminary phases for util.zing a specific 
type of modern chemical warfare. 


The Front disclosed that the Soviet Union is supplying the Ethiopian army 
occupying Eritrea with chemical defoliants. 


The Front stated that there is conclusive evidence that Moscow has sup- 
plied the Ethiopian regime with a stock of chemical weapons, including 
new types of antipersonnel weapons, and that operational preparations for 
this campaign are in full swing. 


The Front's statement added that the Soviet Union provided 40 helicopters 
to Echiopie for use in spraying the toxic and lethal substances. They 
are ready for action at Asmara airfield. In addition, 100 armored combat 
helicopters, capable of carrying 40 men each, have arrived at the Beshifno 
airfield (the main air force base), and are expected to be sent to the 
Asmara airfield soon. 


The statement said that 200 Soviet epecialists and experts in the field 
of toxic substances have arrived in Eritrea to di-ect and lead this opera- 
tion. Also, 200 tanks and armored vehicles have arrived in the port of 
Massava in preparation for mounting the campaign. 


The Front appealed to nations, political parties and international organi- 
zations to immediately call on the Soviet Union and Ethiopia to do the 


following: 


























~-Desist from utiliging chemical weapons in Eritrea, in accordance with 
the firet protocol of the human warfare law of the diplomatic conference 
of 1977, 


~=Refrain from preparing or using any chemical weapon of any kind in the 
future, in accordance with the United Nations resolutions of 14 December 
1978, which bane bacteriological and chemical weapons, and the treaty of 
April 1972, which bane development, production, storage and possession 
of chemical weapons. 


-=-Apply and use the methods provided for in the protocols and conventions 
to prevent general chemical warfare. 


-=-Provide effective action to ward off this prospective human catastrophe 
to the Eritrean people, with all means available to them. 


The Front said that the international community has the responsibility to 
help in firmly blocking thie threat, and to take immediate steps against 
the violators of international agreements and conventions. 


The Front said that failure to stop this danger would be an atrocious 
crime, and that the international community's abandonment of a defense- 
less people would be a dangerous precedent for the free use of chemical 
weapons on a wide scale in future conflicts.

to the developing world, tne makes an elo- 
quent appeal to them to continue to aid the poorer 
countnes The rich can only a surplus if 
the. restabilise their economies and then reverse 
the tendency of aid to fall as a percentage of the 
rich countries Gross National Product. 

Aid from others is not sufficient to develop the 
poor nations and the report in fact em ises that 
the poor nations must produce more for export If 
the industrialised West accepts imports from them, 
particularly textiles and clothing which are within 
their industria! ility, this in turn will energise 
their economies Only by improving the economic 
activity of the poor will they get a chance to 
improve their lot. 

Similarly, the global economic downturn has led 
to reduction in the movement of private capital 
from the rich to the poor. It is important to reverse 
this trend in the future if there is to be general 
growth. This can be ensured by recycling the 
money being earned by the oil exporters more

QUESTION: Wr. Minister, at the cart 
of your tour to Kenya, you said that your 
country wanted to develop an all. African 
policy going bevond its traditional area 
or interest, that is, the continent's 
French-speaking nations What has led 
your country to devise the new policy and 
what is in it for Kenya’ 

ANSWER: | said indeed France was 
quite Willing to do away with the old 
barners between the Aincan countries 
which were inherited from the colomal 
umes and which have no reasons any 
more. and that relations between 
Africa and France. and between Africa 
and European countries at large should 
be of a different nature because there 
are no reasons for these linguistic 
barners in particular Aliso Afncan 
countries are trving to bring themselves 
up and their main concern is their 
development They are asking the help 
of the European countries for their 
development and there are no reasons 
for these barriers. 

France will of course keep very close 
links with Franco-phone countries for 
histoncal and also for emotional 
reasons. but this cannot prevent France 
from establishing close cooperation 
with other countries be they English- 


speaking Portuguesespeaking Arabic 


speaking or even Swahili-speaking. and 
establishing close cooperation with 
them if they so with. And this is why we 
wish to establish cooperation “th 
Kenya. which is @ very dynamic. very 
stable and very important country in 
Anglo-phone Ainca. And since there 
exists a common will to do so, France 
will continue to improve its relations 
with Kenya On the other hand Kenya 
wishes to reinforce its relations with 
Franco-phone countries in Africa and 
of course it is very good that Kenya 
should improve its relations with 
France because this makes it casver for 
Kenya to improve its relations with 
Franco-phone Africa.

This is a rare 
occasion and is fora short me. It is ony 
& mission, so to speak, and France will 
do this just lo respect its commitments. 
And because these are friendly 
countries that rely on us. France will 
carry on with its responsibility and this 
policy any tume this case will arise. 
The second situation is the case of a 


cooperation agreement reached 
between France and an African 
country. For instance. this cooperation 
might mention the case of French 
military personne! coming to. the 
country tO train its militar) personel 
Of course when the African country 
does not want the French military 
personne! to continue to train its 
military personnel. the cooperation 
would stop. This was the case with Chad 
and Mauritania. There was a bilateral 
agreement between those countries and 
France and when they decided to end it. 
its stopped France would always 
honour its commitments. 


Q. Related to that question is whether 
France is willing to withdraw its navai 
force in the Indian Ocean as a 
contribution to the proposed 
demilitarisation of the Ocean’ 

A. This 6 a vevy important subyect. The 
president of Madagascar (Gen. Didier 
Ratsiraka) made proposals to the 
international community on this 
matter France agrees with his 
proposals and ts taking an active part in 
the special committee which ts currently 


meeting at the United Nations to 
prepare a canference which has been 
planned by the president of Madagascar 
on this subject. The main problem, 
however, arises from the presence of the 
superpowers in the area. It is only when

Stitutional with the Nanyuki elections 
and has since furnished the office of the 
registrar general with the names of 
those elected KPOW L's office bearers 
at the conference. the dissatisiied group. 
led by Mr. Eluah Odera. who was aiso 
vying for the post of the union's 
Mational genera! secretary has also 
written to the registrar o! trade unions 
questioning the legality of the eiections. 
Odera told the registrar two aays after 
the controversial! elections ‘that he was 
Surprised to Jearn that the genera! 
secretary of the union( Mr. Ochino) was 
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according to the union's registered 
constiiuuion, Odera also believes that 
the composition of the quorum and the 
representation of delegates did not 
conform with the requirements of the 
union's constitution. 

Signs thai there would be problems at 
the Nanyuki: KPOWU conference 
slamed showing on July 30. 1980, a 


week before the disputed elections, 


when the KPOWU Nairobi branch 
chairman. Mr. Albert Ominde. wrote to 
Ochino, on behalf of his branch. 
objecting \o the holding of the Nanyuki 


conference and asking for a postpone- 
ment of elections in order “to clear'a few 
differences first". Acgording to 
Ominde. his branch had not been given 
a six weeks notice about the annual 
conference as provided for in the 
union’s’ constitution, rule number 5.

Ochino apparently decided to ignore 
Ominde’s correspondence and the

among other (things. Boy was going to 
be elected general secretary of the 
union, Before the walk out, however, 
the Odera group split and both Ominde 


and the Nairobi branch secretary of the 
union, Mr. KG. Gachuuru, who was 
vying for the post of national chairman, 
Siayed at the meeting. Interestingly. 
Gachuuru had also writien to the 
Nanyuki labour officer and the registrar 
on the day of the elections challenging 
legality of the conference. Although 
Ochino says that the elections were 
probably the most peaceful ever, the 
meeting did not go without drama. The 
Nanyuki labour officer, Mr. J.N. 
Njogu, apparently puzzied about which 
side was right, boycotted the meeting. 
In the end. Mr. Livingstone M‘bwiria, 
who was later elected the new nationa! 
chairman of the union, acted as the 
returning officer during the elections. 
Although the Boy-Ochino alliance 
began belore the Nanyuki clections (the 
two got acquainted when they were 
branch general secretaries of the local 
government workers unions in 
Mombasa and Nairobi respectively, in 
the carly sixties). a meeting held at 
Machakos a day before the Nanyuki 
elections had abready listed down the 
officials in their group to be elected on 
the day of the elections. As it turned out, 
all these officials were subsequently 
elected, hence the success of what was 
called the Masaku Declaration. Ihe 
Masaku Declaration had proposed the 
election of Boy as gencral secretary of 
the union, Ochino as his deputy, Mr. 
Johnson Naicca 9 assistant general 
‘secretary. M‘bwiria as chairman. Mr. J. 


Onyango as his deputy. Mr. J. K. 
King’ori as the treasurer, and Mr. Shem 
Riwa as his deputy. The other camp had 
proposed the election of Odera as 
general secretary, Gachuuru as the 
chairman and Mr. Wellington Opiyo as 
the treasurer. 
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AS matters stand, the registrar is 
being asked (to arbitrate between the 
rival factions in the KPOWL, the war 
over the legality of the Nanyuki 
elections might easily involve the rest of 
Cotu affidates. The self-styled Labour 
Front led by Messrs. Walter Adell of the 
Kenya Management Staff Association 
and Cotu’s deputy secretary general, 
Mr James Karebe, who have for a long 
time declared their intention to oust 
Boy, may be in supporting Odera just to 
be on the opposite camp against Boy 
and also because Odera is a close 
confidant of the Cotu chairman, Mr. 
Fred Omido. who has since identified 
with the front. The victor among the 
two contlicting KPOWL groups will 
certainly need the blessing of the 
registrar's office and the support of the 


other Cotu affiliates. but Boy should 
not be underrated. particularly when he 
iS fiprting a lightweight in trade union 
polities like Odera. 

Tough-talking Ochino is. however 
complicating the issue for his oppanents 
further. He is already showing signs of 
interest in the post of general secretary 
of the Kenya Chemical Workers’ 
Union. and 38 employees of Esion 
Plastics Company in Nairobi have 
nominated him for the post in a signed 
document copied to the registrar among 
others. This move was expected. taking 
into consideration that after almost a 
decade as general secretary of KPOWU. 
Ochino would not wish to content 
himself as Boy's deputy even if he 
believes that the latter is the nght man at 
the top of Cotu’s leadership. On his 
possible move to the Kenya Chemical 
Workers’ Union.

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS DEFICIT THREATENS DEVELOPMENT OBJECTIVES

KENYA will have (o face higher prices 
and increased reliance on aid and 
fotergn debts for financing growth in 
the next decade. according to a recently 
published World Bank report. The 
report shows that the country will 
continue to meet increased costs 01 
servicing her debts. both in the form of 
interest and repayment of borrowed 
capital. {t is. however, suggested 
that increased savings for 
investment by Kenyans themselves 
would minimise these burdens. 
Although the country has been enjoying 
a remarkable 28 per cent of the gross 
domestic product (GDP) for gross 
domestic investment in the past few 
years, only |8 per cent was generated 
locally. leaving the 10 per cent to come 
from external sources This came in the 
form of foreign aid. grants. external 
debts and foreign capital. 

The report indicates that Kenyans are 
not able to meet most of their 
investment needs because of the 
relatively high rate of domestic 
consumption. partly a result of 
' conditions in the country. 

. the economy consumes 
52 per cent of the GDP, an amount far 
below that in the sixties and seventies 
decade in real terms although at 
CONSTANT prices it 1s one per cent higher 
And because of an overreliance on 
foreign funds to finance growth. the 
country has had to meet increased costs 
of servicing her debts in the last decade. 


total export earnings. 
estimates show this figure may rise in 
next decade The report also shows 
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markets in developing countries, The manufacturing sector relies on the 
markets of the developing countries which consume 86 per cent of the coun- 
try's manufactured products. The developed nations of the weet take only 
ll per cent, while the countries with centrally planned economies buy only 
l per cent. Kenya has meanwhile continued to face difficulties in entering 
the petro dollar markets. Thies failure ie attributed to the etiff compe- 
tition that the developed countries are giving to the relatively underde- 
veloped Kenyan external trade. 


Observers believe that the political environment in the developing coun- 
tries with which Kenya trades with, especially in their immediate neighbour- 
hood, is not etable enough for reliable export trade. These countries are 
reportedly eager to develop their own industries of a similar nature to 
reduce thelr dependence on Kenyan products. Already Tansanie's closure of 
her border with Kenya has coset the letter « siseable expert earket. The 
report suggeste that Kenya trade promotion should centre on the need to 
expand markets in the communist countries, the oi] producing countries and 
the developed nations of the west. But to do this, Kenya needs to manufac- 
ture products with international repute for her to effectively compete with 
tue developed countries. 


While Kenya is dependent on the developing countries for her exports and in- 
come, she continues to do her shopping in the developed nations for capi- 
tal goode and semi manufactured goods. These imports are partly responsi- 
ble for the imported inflation that has acidified the already chronic pe- 
troleum-born inflation. Already the country is faced with a balance of 
payments deficit that ie threatening development objectives. In 1983, her 
balance of payments deficit is expected to line $2 billion mark. Yet her 
principal cash earners, coffee and tea have their prices continue to plumet 
in the world market. Paced with no choice, the treasury is expected to rely 
on deficit financing, a situation that will worsen inflation. The earlier 
the government introduces etrigent measures to curb on expenditures in vari- 
ous ministries, the report suggests, the better for the country's economy 
in future. 
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TRADE UNIONISTS ENGAGING IN ‘POCKETBOOK DEMOCRACY'

[Text] Pocketbook democracy is back in vogue again in Kenya, thie time 
among the country's trade unioniste who are currently engaged in elec- 
tions leading up to the national poll for the Central Organisation of 
Trade Unions. Incumbent union leadi~s who had given the impression that 
they were living just above the poverty line are suddenly awash in money 
as they struggle to fend off opposition from newcomers as well as old 
foes. Several challengers, among them ex-detainees with no visible means 
of regular income, are just as lavish in their spending as they try to 
win friends and influence people among the country's workers. It is 
pointless to ask where all this money is coming from, for the respective 
actors on the stage will deny that they are epending any money, and in any 
case, one could argue, as was argued during last year's general election, 
that election time is the only time when the rank-and-file among the 
country's workers ever get a chance to see some of the money which has 
all along been suspected to be floating in higher echelons of trade union 
movements. But it is pertinent to ask how meaningful a trade union move- 
ment's role is when ite leaders are elected more by the sizes of their pay- 
master's purses than by the legitimate interests of the workers. How com- 
mitted to these interests can such leaders be expected to be once they have 
been elected’? Noting that trade unionists cannot be presumed to be better 
at eschewing corruption than the rest of us mortals, perhaps it is not so 
pointless after all to ask where the money they are currently spending is 
coming from. If it is coming from outeide Kenya, it is obviously a mat- 
ter of the gravest implication and ought to be investigated by the au- 
thorities concerned. Pocketboo« democracy is bad enough; when it is fi- 
nanced by outsiders, for whatever reason, it is dangerous.

WEST GERMAN AID--Maseru--The West German government would provide Lesotho 
with development aid totalling more than R30-million for the period 1981-82, 
a spokesman for the Central Planning and Development Office in Maseru said 
yesterday.

costing R6,5-million; the construction of major road developments from Roma 
to Ramabanta, costing R2,5-million and the multi-purpose water scheme, 
costing R4,5 million. He said an amount estimated at R7,5-million would 
finance other projects, including rural air field improvements. The money 
would also be used to finance three feasibility studies of proposed proj-

WARNINGS TO SOLDIERS TO CEASE HARASSING CIVILIANS CONTINUE 
Minister of Defense's Statement

[Text] Soldiers have absolutely no authority to search arrest or detain 
civilians. 


This was reiterated yesterday by the Deputy Minister of Defense for Admini- 
stration, Mr. Anthony P. Togba, who was reacting to reporte of innumerable 
incidents of continued harrasement of civilians by soldiers. 


According to the reports, some soldiers have been taking the law into their 
own hands by posing as traffic officers, labour inspectors, customs agents, 
immigration as well as p.ice control officers, and use all sorts of flimsy 
excuses to extort money from the civilian population. 


Those who do not ydeld to their demands are either beaten, arrested made 
to "pump type" or subjected to other forms of molestation. 


The Deputy Defense Minister emphasized that except for special emergen’y 
situations where soldiers are called in to help, only the police force 
trained to handle such matters is authorized to search, arrest or detain 
civilians, in keeping with the due process of the law. 


Mr. Togba recalled the numerous times the Defense Minister, Major Samuel B. 
Pearson; Commanding General, Brigadier General Thomas Quiwonkpa; and Chief 
of Staff, Lieutenant-General Henry Dubar have «il warned the soldiers to 
desist from harrassing civilians. 


He said the Ministry of Defense would continue to take stern action against 
any soldier who engaged in acts of lawlessness. 


Emphasizing that soldiers had taken over the country, to redeem and not to 
enslave the people, the Deputy Defeuse Minister said it was a very serious 
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matter for any soldier to engage in acts that could bring dishonour to the 
army. 


Concluding, he said that the entire ministry was ready at all times to come 
to the aid of any civilians who were being molested by soldiers,

POST-COUP ECONOMIC, POLITICAL CONDITIONS NOTED

_Text, Chief of state Doe has accepted an invitation from

lt is reported that, at the time of the coup of 12 April, Gabriel Nimely was 
the only newscaster availabie ai willing to go before the microphone and 
inform the people of the revolution, For 24 hours he handled the broadcasts. 
As a reward he was appointed Mirister of Information, Like most members of 
the new goverment he is in his late 20's, in a revolutionary looking 

black Safari suit he sits nonchelantly behind his desk, his eyes hidden be- 
hind sunglasses decorated with ois initials in gold, 





Samuel Doe and his sergeant friends are members of the Krahn tribe which, 
like all native tribes, had virtually no opportunity for articulating its 
interests until 12 April last. ‘The Americo-Liberians, descendants of the 
American slaves who mvrived 150 years ago, represented the elite which held 
all key posts in policies and business, After the murder of Tolbert and the 
execution of his cabinet, Doe's “irst action was to open the prisons and 
liberate the leaders of the opposition parties--the PPP [People's Progres- 
sive Party] and MOJA Novement for Justice in Africa|--jailed by Tolbert. 
PPP leader Gabric| Yaccus Methews was appointed foreign minister, MOJA 
chairman Dr Tipoteh planning and economics minister of the People's Redemp- 
tion Council chaired by Doe, Doe is also head of state. 


According to official government announcements the economic structure of the 
country is to remain capitalist, just eas under Tolbert and his predecessor 
Tubman, This is intended to pacify Washington which in fact promised to 
continue economic aid, lowever, nobody can imagine how Doe will, on the one 
hand , leave foreign investors ummolested and, on the other, keep the pro- 
mises which make him so popular with the men in the street. 


The coup was launched “in the name of the people," and the revolution oc- 
curred “in the name o: the people” also. ‘in the cause of the people, the 











struggle continues," says the slogan to be seen and heard everywhere; it 
ends all official statements, and even business letters conclude with this 
phrase, True, some street~smart members of the public have already amended 
the slogan to the similar sounding "because of the people, the trouble con- 
tinues," which perfectly and pertinently describes the situation, Nevertie- 
less wany still harbor the illusion that the golden age of the common man 
is at hand, 


They are reinforced in this idea by looking at top sergeant Doe who has 
taken over his predecessor Tolbert's Mercedes 600 and the luxurious resi- 
dence in the state house, True, Doe has kept his modest military rank and 
did not have himself promoted to general, in contrast to his sergeant col- 
league Thomas Quiwonkpa, nicknamed the “strongman” because he is said to be 
the strong man of the government as well as supreme commander of the armed 
forces, But Doe's pleasure in power and its trappings is evident, Samuel 
has only strong friends, 


The new majors and colonels drive around in Mercedes and Cadillacs, in 
battledress, a colt in the holster, holding a walkie-talkie. The latter 
seems to be the favorite means of commmication among the new military rulers, 
Shiny new Toyota limousines without license plates, occupied by six or seven 
soldiers in battledress, equipped with hand grenades and submachine guns, 
inexplicably rush back and forth through Monrovia, The power of the armed 
forces is visible everywhere, Anyone wishing to have a dispute decided in 
his favor or make a claim prevail simply fetches along a soldier who, rifle 
in hand, symbolizes the necessary power of enforcement, It may be assumed 
that the soldier makes his services available for m appropriate fee. 


"Revolution means hard work," the goverment now emphasizes, In fact there 
are some indications that the civilian administration is returning the situ- 
ation to some kind of order, But this aspect will certainly be harder to 
make palatable to the public and the army than the minimm wage of $250 per 
month, promised immediately after the coup. 


Eighty kilometers inland from Monrovia, the site of the Bong Mining Company 
represents an infrastructural enclave. Neat one-family homes are dotted 
among the hilly terrain, in between a well cared for golf course and horse 
paddocks, With Lamco and Firestone, the Bong Mins is one of the three major 
concessionaires in Liberia, Fifty-one percent of the stock is in Liberian 
hands, 49 percent are held by 2 German steel corporations and an Italian 
group. They provided the capital, the Liberian Government the land, Here 
ore is mined, for the past 2 years at a loss, The low steel prices on the 
worla market make production uneconomic, Furthermore, the increase in oil 
prices has put Bong in the red, 


The firm offers 3,500 jobs; for a country of 1,5 million residents and an un 
employment rate exceeding 50 percent this is an important economic factor. 
The German managers see the future in somber colors, "Labor relations be- 
tween the predominantly White management and the Liberian workers are

{Text} The Rubber Planters Association of Liberia have agreed in principle 
that the formation of unions by agricultural workere would help avoid un- 
necessary etrikes. 


At the annual general meeting of the association held at the Ducor Inter- 
continental Hotel last Wednesday, the association stressed that unioniza- 
tion of the agricultural sector was necessary for the security of both 
management and workers. 


He said that strikes are counter-productive and that aside from hampering 
the economy, strikes tend to disturb the harmon of a society. 


On the issue of labourere receiving a minimum wage of $5.00 per day, the 
association noted that such an agreement would force many small rubber 
farmers out of business because they would be faced with monumental finan- 
cial obligations. 





In this light, a proposal was put forward that rubber farmers provide the 
necessary basic facilities for their workers. This would cover medical 
care, housing sufficient rice and other conducive privileges and incen- 
tives. 


Mearwhile, Mr. Robert C. Lareon, treasurer of the association, has called 
on rubber farmers to participate in the association's affairs so as to 
have an open forum. 


He noted that the time has come for all rubber planters in the country to 


share a mutual interest in the rubber industry, because, as he put it:

@ The village of Jandavale 
has been completely evacuated 
by the MPLA and is now oc- 
cupied by Swapo. 

@ Shops in southem 
Angola are finding it in 
creasingly difficult to’ acquire 
basic provisions as a result of 
recent activities of the security 
forces. 

According the statement, 
the refugees allege that the af- 
fects of the recent campaign 
by SA _ security forces in 
southern Angola is being felt 
by the local population in the 
form of retaliatory moves by 
Swapo. 

The refugees state that it is 
their “desire to live in peace 
with their neighbours for the 
sake of mutual prospenty of 
the people on both sides of the 
border. 

The people of Angola have 
to pay a high price for the 
parasitic existence of Swapo in 
their midst. 

The refugees express the

On Sunday, a seven-tonne truck of the Owambo Administration triggered a 
landmine at Oshikongwe, about 21 km south-east of Ondangwa, slightly in- 
juring three of the 10 occupants. The driver of a tractor-tanker of the 
Owambo administration and two passengers were not injured when the vehicle 
hit a landmine at Omafu about 60 km north of Ondangwa early yesterday, he

The Wit Kommando is

Members are not con- 
nected with any political 
party and are believed to be 
most numerous in the 
Johannesburg, Pretoria and 
Kroonstad a the Vaal 
triangle and the Rand.

He also warned organised 
industry to stop “buying” 
trained staff away from each 
others organisation by offer- 
ing higher wages.

He told the Golden City

skilled work categories,’ 
said Mr Botha.

figure on Black schooling, to 
provide a level of education 
comparable to that of other 


population ups.”

“When I launched the 
manpower 200, I expressed

There were now about 
220 000 male artisans in the 
Republic — but there was a 
shortage of about 10 000 
qualified men.

‘hing possible would be 
done to avoid this but said 
the possibility of finding 
other economically exploit- 
able sources of coking coal

turning — special attention 
would be given to the possi- 
ble effect of mining on the 
environment. 

The whole issue of coking 
coal deposits in the Kruger 
Park has been the subject of 
bitter controversy, with na- 
ture conservation sources 
1 vehemently.

Raubenheimer, said that the 
issue had on occasion been 
discussed in Parliament and 
had also been considered by 
the Cabinet. 

High quality coking coal 
was an extremely important 
raw material in producing 
steel. 

Istor estimated that the 
known deposits of coking 
coal would be exhausted in 
about 20 years at the present 
level of consumption — not 
even allowing for an inevita- 
ble increase over the next 20 
vears.

“From figures submitted 
by Iscor it appears that the 
corporation will have to 
start with the exploitation of 
additional coking coal re- 
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sources within the present 
decade to be able to supply 
their increasing demand for 
it,” Mr Raubenheimer said.

‘Only when such an inves- 
igation shows that no other 
economically viable alter: 
native is available can con- 
sideration be given to the 
continued prospecting of 
the particular area and if so 
under what conditions,” he 
said.

Robert Mushaninga said: "We are faced with reviving and restructuring

"When we talk of colonialist or imperialist exploitative capitalism ve 
don't mean one side of the community. 


"Some of our black colleagues are used as screwdrivers to undo the progress 
of their own brethren. True, we meet some whites who are serious in trying 
to improve the whole community regardless of race, colour or creed." 


Stressing the need for “growth pointe” in the rural areas he questioned 
the move by a South African-based group to move in and corner this profite- 
ble section of the wholesale sarket.
